to regions where the matured fruits of 
‘summer are being gathered and al- 
ready in the market. 

The weather on «shore was sultry 
and oppressive, but borne along in a 
swift flight upona booming current, 
at a speed that outstript the flight of 
the ‘mosquito, thereby leaving these 
musical companions behind us, we 
created in the sluggish atmosphere a 
brisk, bracing current, almost as re- 
freshing as the mountain breeze. As 
we passed along the full overflowing 
banks of the “Father of Waters,” on 
the ridge which this mighty artery of 
a continent has been, through ages, 
building up to itself, from the bottom 
ofa vast inland sea, and over which 
its current now runs ~ an aq- 
ueduct, elevated many feet above the 
adjoining lands, we could look on over 
the cleared plantations, as if we were 
passing along the summit of a gentle 
acclivity, commanding a view of the 
sloping vales on either side; and our 
steamer when viewed from the rear of 
one of these plantations, appeared to 
the beholder to be sweeping through a 
vast canal, carried along the ridge of 
a high land. 

All the tributaries flowing*from the 
West, and having their sources at the 
base of the Rocky Mountains, having 
thisseason broughtdown swollen floods 
that have overflowed their own banks 
and spread devastation through their 
course, have filled the banks of the 
Mississippi to the brim; and from the 
mouth of the Missouri to the mouth 
of Red River, the waters at every 
low point, are bursting over the banks. 
and rushing with the rapid current of 
fa mill tail, beck, at right angles, to the 
River, to the swamps and lakes in the 
rear, which are, in places, five, ten, 
twenty and thirty miles distant from 
the river. These are rapidly filling 
‘up, and the back water is gradually 
approaching on the back side of the 

antations that do not overflow in 
front. And in many places as we 
passed, we saw buta narrow strip of 
of dry land on the immediate banks of 
the river, which peered a few inches 
above the wild flood in front of it, and 
the wide waste of waters spread out 
in its rear. Here, upon-the highest 
knoll, were gathered large herds of 
domestic animals, driven by the flood 
from the cane brakes and their accus- 
tomed ranges, to seek safety on the 
little island spot around the farm-yard, 
the negro cabins and their owner's 
dwelling. They stood, watching the 
caeuietian waters that were sur- 
rounding them, with an aspect that 
seemed in sympathy with the anxiety 
and sadness of their master. 

' The highest banks along the bot- 
toms are now not more than 15 or 20 
inches above the level of the river, and 
here and there, where the shores fell 
below the level of the waters, and 
were not protected by sufficient levees 
impetuous sheets of water, a mile in 
width, were pouring over them, carry- 
ing ruin and destruction in their 
course; and the pleasure of our de- 
— trip was marred and often turn- 
fed to sadness by the scenes of desola- 


agement of the pilot, or the engineer, 
we brought away the roof and chief 
portion of a log cabin, all standing, up 
on our bow; it was dark, and a fear- 
ful thunder gust was approaching; 
what other shelter the poor fellows 
had in that lone wilderness spot, sur- 
rounded by a turgid, angry flood, amid 
impenetrable darkness and the crash 
of thunder, and the rage of a pitiless 
storm—we stopped not to inqutre, but- 
went dashing on our way. 

In two or three instances we passed 
extensive estates of a thousand acres 
or more, on which a hundred fora 
hundred and fifty hands were employ- 
ed where the current had undermt- 
ned the bank, acres of land had fallen 


‘in, carrying with it the levee, and ope- 


ning a breach through which the 
waves rushed, and the verdant and 
cultivated fields, in all their pride of 
richness and beauty, were given up to 
desolation and ruin. The ranges of 
neat white negro cabins were being 
swept, one after another, away, and 
the noble mansion of the proprietor 
was falling; and the labor of years, 
and the fruits of a life of industry, ina 
few hours were destroyed. 


It is to be lamented that a matter of 
such vast importance as the leveeing 
the banks of the Mississippi, requiring 
the thorough knowledge and hignest 
skill of the engineer, should not have 
been made a national work before the 
lands—whose increased value would 
have paid the cost—were sold, or at 
least that the work has not been taken 
in charge of the States that bound on 
the river. It is an affair of too vital 
importance to all who possess proper- 
ty within reach of the waters of the 
river, to have their safety and interests 
dependent on the ability, the fore- 
sight and care of every one who may 
chance to gain possession of a piece 
of land on the river in front or above 
them. The neglect of one slothful, 
improvident or poor settler may en- 
danger or destroy the property of hun- 
ook in the rear or below him.— 
Louisiana is the only State where the 
construction of levees and their man- 
agement have been taken in hand by/ 
the State. This State has erected lev- 
ees across waste lands and swamps on| 
the river and back bayous at her own 
expense, and the whole system of lev- 
eesare now placed in charge of the 
various parishes, who are authorized 
to impose a specific tax for the con- 
struction and repair of them, and they | 
are managed as public highways are 
in other States. The result is the re-| 
covery and preservation of a vast body |, 
of most valuable land, which in Ar-|. 
kansas, Mississippi, and the States on 
the river above lie drowned in swamps} 
or subject to annual inundation.—

ANCIENT RUINS IN TEXAS. 

We have been informed bys gentleman «h 
has travérsed a large portion of the Indien 
country of northern Texas, the country lying 
between Santa Fe and the Pacific, that there 
are vestiges of ancient cities and ruined castles 
or tem>les on the Rio Puerco and on the Color. | 
ado of the West. He says, thet on ono of the 
branches of the Rio Puerco, a fow days ‘rave) 
from Santa Fe, there is an immense pi'e of ru- 
ime that appears to belong to an ancicnt temple. 
Portions of the walls ere still standing, consist- 
ing of huge blocks of limestone regularly 
hewn and Iaidin cement, The building occu- 
vies on extent of more thanen acre. It is two 
or three stories high, has no roof, but contains 
many rooms, generally of square form, witb- 
out windows end the lower rooms are so dark 
and gloomy that they resemble caveros rather 
then apartments of an edifice built fcr a buman 
vabditation. Our informant was unable to des 
eribe the eryle of architecture, but he believer 
't could rot have been ereeted by Spaniards 
Europeans, as the s'ones are mach worn by the 
raine, and indicates that the building hee stood 
several hundred years. From his description, 
we ore indaced to believe that it resembles th: 
ruins of Palenque or Orta'an. He says the’ 
there are many similer roins on the Colorado 
of the Weat, which empties into the Californi: 
sca. In one of the vwallies of the Californie 
traversed by this river, and about four hundred 
miles from ite moth, there is « lerge temp! 
still standing its walle and spires presenting 
scarcely eny trace of dilapidation, end were ii 
not for want of a roof it might still be rendered 
habitable. Near it, sestiered along the decliv- 
ity of a mountsin, ere the ruins of what hes 
been ence a large aqueduct, part of which how.

ments, can give any sccount of the origin of 
there buildings. They merely know that the 
have stood there fom the early periods & 
which their traditions extend. The antique 
riaa who is desirous to trace the Aztec or Tul- 
tec races in their emigrations from the norther: 
regions ot America, may find in these ancien: 
edifices many subjects of curious speculation.

A New Trick.—The gold, coins of 
Evgland have suffered considerable 
debasement for some time past by o 
new and ingenious device, which is so 
successful as to oblige the government 
to order a new comage. The cheat 
is effected in the following manner: 
From the rim towards the centre of a 
sovereign or half sovereign, severa! 
holes are drilled with a very fine in- 
strument, and vacancies filled up with 
an inferior metal, so as to deceive the 
most experienced judges. By thi- 
process a sovereign is rendered in 
many instances not worth more’than 
17s. and a half sovereign not more 
than 8s. 6d. or 9s. The master of 
the mint and the assayer are busil\ 
engaged in witnessing many experi 
ments, with a view to prevent the ab- 
straction of the gold taking place with- 
out immediate detection. Workmen 
have commenced casting the new 
coinage which will be shortly issued. 
The expense will be very great, but 
the government has been obliged to 
incur it, in consequence of the system 
ss much injured the credit and 
confidence in the value of British gold.

erected as a charity school for poor chil- | 
dren, is the best. 

One striking peculiarity of almost all 
of the Prussian and Sxxoo Schoolhouses, 
is that they contain apariments for the 
residence of the teacher and his family. 

In many places in Holland, | found 
that. arrangements had been mado, on 
scientific principles, for warming and ven- 
tilating the school rooms, but in Germa~ 
ny never- In the schools of the latter 
country. whether high or low, there wa 
an estonishing “degree of ‘ignorance or | 
inattention to the laws of health and life, | 
so far as they depend upon breathing | 
pure sir. The atmosphere of the rooms’ 
was often intolerebies; in the hottest 
summer days, Only one window of a room 
full of children would be.open; and when 
the door was opened for their egress or 
ingress, the window wasclosed. The 
stoves by which the rooms are warmed 
in winter, resemble very much, in the 
principles of their construction, those 
which we éall.“air tight,” and they are 
ofien so p'aced ns to be fed at a door out: 
side of the room, so as to prevent evon 
that slight change of air which is caused 
when that in the room is used to sustain 
the combustion of the fuel. To*my very 
frequent questién, in what manner the 
rooms were ventilated, the universal re-~ 
ply was, by opening a window or door; 
a very insufficient theory, and one which

practice. When | surveyed ihe condition 
of things io Mavsachusets, prepara ory 
to making that part of my last report. 
which relates to human physiviogy, | 
iImost came to the conclusion that there 
could be ro part of the civilived wor'd.

existin a war of fiscal regulations, Tuax- 
ation in one form is not the proper cor 
rective for taxation in another form. 
After volumes of discussion and debate, 
the remedy must ultimately be sou, ht ir 
a chaagasf industria! pursults; we nave 
calied on the owners of slaves and lands 
in South Carolina to prepare themsevess 
lof this change. They cannot oppore 
ihat greater law of progress which is ef. 
fecting a revolution in the application of 
capital and inodes of industry ‘between 
the old and new seitled regions of the 
country. It would be the va nest of ef. 
foris to meet this change by legislation. 
It would be opposing the policy of man 
to the fiat of nature; letthe be preparation 
therefore, by individua! etterprise, jud.ci 
ously directed. and not by the combined 
effarts in the shape of legislation. The 
first is recommended by a ratioral proba- 
bility of success—the last must terminate 
in failure. 

What statesman whoso judgment is 
not made infirm by pre conc: ived theory 
cn fail to perceive that this is a question 
of relative natural capabilities—that is 
whether the system of protection stands 
or is subveried.
